1. Short Title and Commencement.—fl) These rules may be 
called Army Ordnance Corn'. Ordnance Officer Civilian 
(Stores) Recruitment Rules, 1996. 

(2) They shall come info force from the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay—The number of 
the posts, their classification and the scale of nay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of (he schedule 
annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of Recruitment, Age Limit and Qualification, 
etc,—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualification and 


other matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified if 
columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid, 

4. Disqualification—No person shall be eligible for appoint¬ 
ment to the said post 

(a! Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(hi Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
emu rafted a marriage with any person : 

Provided that Central Government may, if satisfied that such 
marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such pei son and the other party to the marriage and that there 
are other grounds for r.o doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

5. Powers to Relax—where the Central Government Is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
bv order and for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any 
of the provision^ of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
prov'ded for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Ser¬ 
vicemen and other special categories of persons in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

“Note : The eligibility service for promotion in respect 
of officers holding the post of Accounts Officer on 
regular basis as on 03-2-1994 shall continue to be 
5 years’ regular service in the grade”. 

Explanatory Memorandum 1 

Vide SRO 297 dated the 15th September, 1987 the minimum 
eligibility service for promotion of Accounts Officer to Senior 
Accounts Officer was five years. The same has been enhanced 
to seven years vide SRO 36 dated the 3rd February, 1994. 
The increase in the eligibility period has affected the Accounts 
Officers, who were appointed in the grade on regular basis 
prior to that date.
